Lawmakers reflect 
national divisions

WASHINGTON — Late- 
night comedian Jimmy 
Kimmel went after President 
Donald Trump on Thursday 
night. Incensed at Wednes¬ 
day's high-school shooting 
in Parkland, Florida, and 
Trump's remarks about the 
carnage, a frustrated Kimmel 
said he wanted answers and 
action. 

Trump had taken a differ¬ 
ent approach. A supporter 
of the Second Amendment, 
Trump delivered remarks 
designed to calm the fears 
of parents and children, and 


he promised to tackle school 
safety and 'The difficult issue 
of mental health.''

in the Orlando, Virginia 
Tech, Las Vegas and Sandy 
Hook massacres either killed 
themselves or were shot 
dead by police. 

Philip Lazarus, director of 
Florida International Uni¬ 
versity's school psychology 
program, said being able to 
interview a mass murderer 
can provide useful infor¬ 
mation. He once asked an 
Alabama teenager whose 
rampage was curtailed only 
by a jammed gun to rate his 
level of depression before 
the shooting.
